LIFE IN THE HESPERIDES.

It I8 Almost Realized In Portions
of Central America.

THE SULA VALLEY OF HONDURAS

A Land of Waving Palms, Pinnated
Cocons, Lusclons Fruits and
Dark-Eyecd Castilinne—=The
Leg nd of Belizge.

An Earthly Parndise.

We who live in the cold climate of
ths north and witness the animating
and radi-al changes of the soason, says
& correspondent of the Chicngo Nows,
writing from San Pedre Suls, Hondu-
rus, have some very vague and spicy
idens of the tropies, and poople the im-
agination with Innguid nnd deeamy fan-

cios of voritable lotus-enters. We are
stirred by a fascluation for waving

palme, pinnated cocoas, luscious fraits,
dark-eyed Castilinns and an existence
us enchanting as thnt enjoyed in the
uncient gardens of the Hesperides, And
while our pussionate fancies may have
thrown too much coloring into the pic-
ture and marred ite real beauties with
thie deformities of exaggeration, it must
be confessed that even some of our
wildest funcies are fully realized 1n
Central Amaerien,

One eannot truthfully dissipate theso
glorions dreams of the tropics who has
visited and lived for nwhile in the Suln
valley of Honduras, whera our party 18
at present stopping.  Our voyuge neross
the gulf wns comparatively uneventful,
and we reached Belize on the evening
of our fourth day from New Orleans.
This is the capital of British tHonduras

and is benutifully sitoated behind a
series of veefs and Islauds and inter-
sected by o small rviver of the same

name, The harbor is an excellent one,
and but forits shallowness near the city
would be considered one of the finest on
on the const, The city receives its
name from 2 famous frechooter, Walice
or Balice, whose piracies bocame the
scourge of this coast between 1630-70.
But he was finally displaced when the
vialuable mahogany and dye woods of
this section attractod English attention.
TIHE LEGEND OF BELIZE,

The historieal and legendary account
of this eity is just now receiving con-
sidernble attention in the colony as one
of the sensations of the hour, when we
arrived there, was the revival of the
excitement regarding fubulous buried
trensures of the 015 buccaneers on
Turneffo, nn immensa island which lies
in front of the city. It will be recalled
that an expedition was {itted out some-
whaere in the north last year and fur-
nished with a yaeht and supoplies, with
which they came down to one of the
reefs on the const to search for this
treasure, The party was led by A, G,
Horne and Thomns Poeck, who eame
here, and, after digging for n considor-
able time ot Calobash Coy, the princi-
pals fell out, and the work was
abandoned. Peck has since died, and
Horne returned last week and has just
negotinted with the colonial govern-
ment for tho privilege of muking
further excavations. The compnet hus
just been signed whereby her majesty's
province is to receive 10 per cont of the
find and Horne is to pay the expense of
i gunrd, who 18 to wntch the interosts
of the government, In addition, the
owners of the lund arve to receive 10

er cent additional if the wreasure is
ound., Horne is o very quiet, intelli-
ront gontleman, who does nolseem to
{;ava any of the elements of a crank
about him, though thoroughly imbued
with the idea that nearly #2.000,000 of
buried treasure Llies untouched beneath
the tangled morass of Turneffe. The
details of the matter were very dificult
to obtain, as Horne is vory reticent, ex-
copt in his declaration that he pos-
sesses exclusive information, and holds
the key to the whereaboute of this fab-
ulpus trensure of the old pirates, Many
theories aud wild statements are natur-
ally afloas concerning how and when
Horne came into possession of his secret
nuod there is considerable credence
plnced in his ultimate success in find-
ng the treasure.

The state of Betize was erected into a
colony In 1862, and since that time has
}.)cuu more o less uself-sustaining proy-
nee.
the city is its hide and cattle business,
carried on within the state and with
Spanish Honduras. It also does an ex-
tensive trade in mediecal plants. Sarsa-
parilla, sasafras, cochineal, gum arnbie,
quussia, and pumerous gum trees
abound in this section, Its mahogany
codur and andin rubber interosts,
though not so large as formerly, play
no smell part in it8 commerce, whiie
numerous dye woods and fancy woods
are exported in large quantities. Bra-
zil wood, sandal and snnke wood, rose
wood. and muny other handsomen spe:-i-
mens, 50 much prizea for fancy wood-
worl, are found here. The city has o

pulll.llun of 7,000 souls, of which only
about two hund‘red and ﬁfl.y are white,
the remainder being composed ol not
less than eight other nationalities.

WHERE CORTEZ LANDED,

We spent about twelve hours at this
rt and ngain sailed for Puerto Cortez,
"his lntter is the chiel port of Spanish
Hondurns on the Caribbean sea. [t
enjoys the distinetion of having been
the first landiog made by the great and
heartless adventurer, whose name it
atill bours. It was founded about 1519,
and was first called Natividad. Dm'lng
tho reign of the viceroys it attained
considerable commercinl importance.
In 1874 it was made the northern ter-
minus of the Iuter-Oceanic railway,
but with the decline of that enterprise
foll into decay, until mora recent yoars,
when it has once more assumed {ts an-
cient prominence, and is now the grout
fruit depot [for the United Stutes mar-
keot. The apepulation, consisting ol
ahout ai li:"a.l.ndrt’.wl is entirely Span-
i ehcmsel. like most ol those
eneountered in the interior, have
thatehed-grass roofs on, many of more
humble preteusions are made entively
of grass or cahoon leaves, The natives
do but little work, contonting them-
selves with a small supply of plantaios
and vanunas, which they grow around
their huts, and pass the greater portion
of thelr time in dreamy inertuess.
There are, of course, many respectable
exceptions to this lu’te us nttested by
some of the mugnificent buuu.m\ and
coconnut plantations nenr the pluce,
from which many of the Now Orleans
fmporters are supplied. It was at this
port that our party first appreciated the
real luxurﬁ of sleoping in » hammook.
One liea down peacelully without the
Illlqull!' consclousnoss, as some might
suppose, of “‘snvage beasts nud still more
E vage men,' if aot thot lesser terror of

e night, tho tropieal mosquito. We
had heard much of this latter pest, but
he did not materiulize. They ure son-
mon enoug(h in certain places, but con-
centrated in disproportionate aumbers.
Around the stagnant peols sud lagoons
t.hey congregute in vast numbers, but

are sparsalyscattered elsewhere. The
chief annoyvanve, and tho one mou to
be droaded hera nt night (so we are in-

formed), is the vampire bot, whose

One of the chief industries of-

blood-sucking propensitios were related
to us in nltlu!!I ¢twnila. This erenture
has been ofton known to invade n ham-
mock and take a tributo in the blood of
the uncongcious sleoper, HBHut we have
not yet edeountered him, and shall pray
for complete exemption from his ac-
quaintauce,

A pecullar sort of Individual 18 en-
countered at Puerto Cortoz, whose
color, physiognomy, language, and en-
tire domeanor marks him a distinet
rice from those around him. Hoe is the
Carib, whose obony hue, bushy hair,
fint nose, and thick lips. ol onee gtrike
fon AR o pure African, But his origin
irnm this Intter race '8 deniod. He is
rather shy in demeanor, possessing but
few if noy of the traits of the other
jeople among whom he livas, Ruather
in contrast to other natives around
him, who are moro or less in-
clined to  indolence and  Inziness,
he is very thrifty and energetic, and,
though ignorant, he would seem to con-
stituta a very substantinl eloment of
Spanish-American. We are informed
that they ure one of the most peaceful
clements on the const, never taking any
part in the civil wars which have so
olten agitated these republics. Their
favorite ocoupution is fishing and man -
ufneturing boats, onrs, ete., ns most of
the little pitpans, dories and other
small craft sailing the sea to which
they have given their name are the
work of their hands. Their steange
tongue was for a long time unlistin-
guishable, but of recent years it hos
boen cnrcfully and earnestly studied,
and one misgionary has undertaken the
lahorious task of compiling & grammaur.
It is undoubtedly one of the most ditt-
cult langunges spoken in this conntry,
and the labor of collecting its ditticult
phrases, disjointed terms, and strange
gibberish i4 by no means nu ensy tusk,
The city is very picturesquely located
at the head of the Sula valley. U pon
either side are located spurs of the Cor-
dilleras, rising abruptly from the sen
and running . zigzng course into the
interior, [From its advantageous posi-
tion it wae gelected as the northern ter-
minus of the Inter-Ocemnic railway,
and the thirty-seven miles of the com-
pleted portion of this rond traverses
the heart of tho valley and now termi-
nates at San Pedro.

The history and many vissitudes of
thig road, the immense sums squandered
in its construction, the fruitless efforts
to revive it drooping stocks, and its
present dilnpidated condition would fill
a volume of immense proportions and
oven a suecinet resume would fill more
spuce than we can now devote. In a
future letter I may have something to
sny on the supject, as an eflfort is now
boing made by New York railroad mag-
nates to absorb the road.

After a brief stay at Puerto Cortez we
took the railrond for San Pedro. Its
courso throngh the Sulais bounded by
deep, shady verdure. The groundis
perfectly level and thickly carpeted
with dried leaves beaten flat to the
earth by the rains, throngh which thou-
sands of delicate graen sprigs and beau-
tiful blossoms were springing nand load-
ing the air with grateful ordors. In
many places the foad led through long
bowers, where the prolific tropical
vines louped together overhead the im-
mense cuhoon and mangone trees.

Amid this wild and romantic growth
flnttered and chattered the parrots aud
parroguets, while at intervals the harsh
seream of the macaw would be heard
from the top of some tall concoanut or
cunnacaste, There are several small
stations along the line of this little
nurrow-gauge road, where we encoun-
torad numerous types of the varied races
which constitute the population of Hon-
duras. The custom of intermarriage
in voguebetween the whites, Spaniards,
Indiuns, Mestizos, and even the Caribs,
while not universnl in this section, has
been so much practiced that iv has left
but fc-\.rflmuu('{ races, and perhaps no
rogular and uniform vype ol cizilization.
There is consequently encountered upon
every hand all shades nnd sizes of peo-

| the majestic streams of the Ullua and

pley spenking mostly the common lan-
gunge of the country. Despite theso
inronds wpon the origioal trus Castil-
ian blood, the stranger may mech al-
most, hnuri_\‘ pura Spanish  benutics,
whows symmetrienl forma, black lan-
quishing evesand expressive fnces fully
watrant the entomtums which have
been lavished upon them.
THE CITY OF 8AN PEDRO,

After a monotonous run of seven
hours we find ourselves at the small sta-
tion of San Pedro Suln. It is situated
in the heart of the valley, with the tall
penks of the Onoa and Merinden moun-
tatns upon either side, and flanked by

Chomebeon.  Great forests of cocon,
muhoguny and ecodar trees spread out
in overy direction, relioved here and
there by colfee nnd banunt estatos sur-
rounded by hedges of cact.

The city of San Pedro waa founded in
1536 h.\' Alvarndo, one of the i.nll'1‘|'l'l']
goeneenls of Cortoz, who performed the
first wonderful muarch from Mexico into
this country. But littie is known of its
early history, though it came into
prominence in 1808, when a large colony
of emigrante from Georgin and other
southern states located here for the
purpose of raising cotton. It was
thought that the fleecy staple of the
south would find here a prolitic growth
ina soil of such wonderful richness,
But they discovered too late thut the
s#0il wns unsuited to the cotton plant,
which rather inclined to run to stulk
and branch out into a tree than to yvield
the coveted fiber,  Aftor two unsuccess-
ful years the colony became demoral-
ized and most of them returned to the
statos, The only one left here of the
original number is Mr. William A.
Coleman, who wisely turned his
attention w0  sugar-planting,  and
has been eminently  successful,
His  estale near the city is
one of the largest in the department.
Sugar cane grows here without replant-
ing for ten consceutive years. It is of
excellent quelity, attuins 0 remarkable
hoight, and is capable of being manu-
factured into the best sugar known.
But the fruit business is perhaps the
leading industry of San Pedro at the
present time, a8 every tenin to the coust
is now laden with bananas, plantnias,
cosconnuts, mangors, limes, tamarinds,
and othertropical fruits, The fruit in-
dustry hus increased tenfold in the last
decade, nand not less than four hundred
thusand bunches of bananas alone are
shipped from Puerto Cortez every
month, Of this fruit industry, as well
as many others in Honduras, we shall
have more Lo say in a subsequent let-
ter, Our next few days will be busied
with preparations for our departure
into the wild= of Olancho and the ex-
ploration of the great valiey of the
Guayape.

As far back ns the days of that first
agricultural editor, Arthur Young. who
had General Washington for a corre-
spondent, we sece the same ‘inquiries
and the same difilerences ol opinion on
points of treatment that are found
to-day. A DMootreal correspondent
spenks of sawdust as tending to induce
scab, Now, my nccidental experience
last season was that the only quite clean
and smooth potatoes that had—in
heavy loam mulched, but without the
use of any fresh manure—were where
sawdust, used as n muleh for raspberries,
had rolled into the furrow so that the
voung potatoes were found bedded in it
under the soil covering. They were so
g0 fair and handsome that, although the
result seemed quite unaccountable, I
resolved to make a special trial of a
sawdust bed for the tubers next year,
